_ Month Lebanese civil war was no 


longer a Christian-Moslem_ con- 
flict, but a confrontation between 
radicals and conservatives, Evi- 
dently ‘boosted by massive Soviet 
arms suppiies, the leftist seizure 
of Beirut was similar in many 
gepects to the MPLA’s takeover 
in Angola, ; 

The most puzzling phenomenon 
was Syria standing on the side- 
nes, The leftists defied all its 
warninga against further military 
activity in Lebanon. They, as well 
ag the radical wing of the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization, ac- 
cused Syria earlier this week of 
“plotting” against Lebanon's “pro- 
gressive forces.” The leftists fur- 
ther rejected Syria's renewed medi- 
ation efforts almed at dividing the 
Lebanese administration equally 
between Christians and Moslems as 
ἃ prelude to restoring peace in that 
country. 

Directly chatlenging the 
Syrians, Lebanon's leftwingers 
yeste! forced President Su- 
lelman Franjieh to flee his fort- 
ress palace, after bombarding it 
with shells and rockets. The 65- 
year-old Franjieh withdrew to 
a three-storey municipal build- 
ing in the port township of 
Junish, a ‘Christian stronghold 
some 12 kilometres north of 
Beirut. 


Franjieh was followed to his’ re- 
fuge by leftwingers' guns, trigger- 
ing an exodus by Christians, many 
of whom were reported to be flee- 
{ng in boats to Syria and Cyprus. 


Lebanon's Christian Maronite 
Patriarch Khreish yesterday issued 
Qn emotional appeal to Syria to 
resume its intervention so as to 
Save his country from “Imminent 
total destruction.”

— Israel and the Fe 
deral Republic of Germany yester- 
day honoured the memory of the 
late Nobel Prize scientist Paul

Ehrlich, who died in 1915 at the 
age of 61 and was described by his

5 held after Ekron 
family ‘battle’ police

REHOVOT. — Kiryat Ekron. nor- 
mally a quiet little village, erupted 
into violence on Wednesday night 
as a local family bombarded police 
with stones, broken g'ass and home- 

made Molotoy cocktails. 

Applying more diplomacy thaz 
force, police finaliy persuaded the 
family τὸ come down irom their 
apartment house, where they had 
barricaded themselves for severa! 
hours. Five members of the family 
were yesterday brought before 2 
magistrate and remanded in cus- 
tody for eight days. They will be 
charged with assaulting policemen, 
resisting arrest, damaging property 
and disturbing the peace. 

The violence started after the 
head of the family. 45-year-old 
Shalom Kober. was injured when 
his scooter overturned on Wednes- 
day afternoon. He was taken to 
Kaplan Hospital. 

At 11 p.m. about a dozen mem- 
bers of the family arrived at the 
hospital (Kober has two wives 2nd 
24 children}, When ther were told 
they could not see the patient out- 
side visiting hours, they started 
shouting and breaking furniture. 
Hospital officials called the police, 
who arrived after the rioters had 
already gone home. 

The police thought the incident 
was over, but it had just begun. Back 
in Ekron, south of here, the family 
members barricaded themselves in 
the two flats they occupy on the 
top floor of a three-storey building, 
while some of the children climbed 
up to the roof where they smashed 
the glass reflectors of the solar 
water heaters. 

When the police arrived they 
were greeted by a hail of stones 
and broken glass... One stone 


smashed the windshield of 8. police 
jeep. By the time police relnforce- 
ments arrived, the family had im- 
provised Molotov cocktails — kero- 
sere in bottles, 

One of Kober’s older sons warned 
the police they would blow up the 
building if it was stormed. 

About 1 am. yesterday more po- 
Hee reinforcements had arrived 
fram Ashdod, Rehovot, Rishon Le- 
zion and Ramle. Standing by were 
fire engines and ambulances, but 
n one was hurt. 

The senior police officer present, 
Nitzav-Mishne Uri Shilo, decided 
not to storm the building because 
of the children, one of them a 
two-month-old infant. After an 
jour of shouted persuasion, one of 
the sons, Hanina, 17, and his mo- 
ther came out and surrendered. 

They were followed several min- 
utes Iater by a dozen more, curs- 
ing and spitting at the police. One 
young man went for a policeman 
with a breadknife but was disarmed 
by another constable, The attacker 
managed to escape. 

A boy of nine shouted an obscen- 
ity at Rav-Pakad Eliezer Griever 
of the Rehovot police, and threat- 
ened him with a large stone. “Let's 
see if you can do it,” the police 
officer snapped. He walked up to 
the boy and yanked the stone from 
his hand. Then he grasped the boy 
firmly with one hand end patted 
iim gently on the head with the 
cther. The boy calmed down and 
aliowed himself to be led to the 
police car. 

In ali, 10 members of the Kober 
family were arrested, including the 
two mothers. Both women and 
three children under 12 were re- 
leased yesterday morning, and the 
remaining five were ordered re- 
manded inte eight days’ custody. 


Grossman said linked 
to Mizrachi Bank

JEL AVIV. — Yitzhak Grossman, 
deputy examiner of banks, whose 
remand in custedy was extended 
on Wednesday for an additional 10 
days, was one of the investigators 
of United Mizrachi Bank's connec- 
tion with the Dairy Board, it was 
learned by The Jerusalem Post. 

In the affair, Bank Mizrachi 
granted low-interest loans to the 
Dairy Board. The investigation by 
the Bank of Israel revealed that 
there was nothing illegal in the 
bank's conduct. 

Asked: about Grossman's role in 
this investigation, a Bank of Israel 
spokesman said that it was mar- 
ginal and, therefore, if was doubt- 
ful whether that investigation would 
be reopened. 

In the investigation of Grossman, 
arrested on March 6 on suspicion 
of breach of trust, Bank Mizra- 
chi's name has appeared several 
times. In the second remand hear- 
ing, last Friday, the police revealed 
that Grossman held a power-of- 


RESHET-KAV LTD. 
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attorney to operate an account open- 
ed in 1972 at the Allenby “Pas- 
sage" branch of the Mizrachi Bank 
in the name of his sister-in-law, 
Rivka Cohen, 

The police claimed there were 
21 separate transactions in which 
IL4m. worth of securities were 
bought and sold through this ac- 
count. Grossman’s profit in these 
transactions, which involved the 
First International Bank as well, 
came to 1L201,000, it was claimed. 

In Wednesday's remand hearhig, 
police revealed that Grossman’s 
wife held a Mizrachi Bank ac- 
count. Through this account, Gross- 
eman obtained 030,000 worth of spe- 
cial bonds that are normally al- 
Iecated only to financial institutions. 

It was algo revealed that Gross- 
man had failed to file income tax 
declarations for several years in re- 
gard to his bond transactions. How- 
ever, once an investigation of his 
accounts at Mizrachi Bank had 
begun-—but before he was arrested 
—he filed a ietter with the income 
tax authorities about these trans- 
actions. 

Police are now investigating 
whether someone or several indi- 
viduals at Bank Mizrachi may have 
passed on advance information about 
the investigation to Grossman.

THE MOST IMPORTANT element 
in the wage negotiations Which 
opened yesterday will be implement- 
ing the Barkai Committee recom- 
mendations om abolishing “specific 
aHowances.” Four parties are in- 
valved: 
@ The Government, which has ac- 
cepted the Barkai recommen- 
dations and has decided on a wage 
freeze in the public services.

them, 


e The 42,000 civil servants who 
receive no such increments and 


" insist on equal wages for all gov- 


ernment employees. 

The Histadrut is also bound by 
its decision to obtain ἃ larger wage 
increase in the production sector 
than in the services. In January 
this year the Histadrut and the em- 
ployers agreed on a 6 per cent 
wage increase in this sector, thus 
fixing the limit to the maximum in- 
crease in the wages of government 
service employees. 

Although implementing the Bar- 
Καὶ recommendations and the col- 


lective wage agreement are not 
Necessarily connected, the compro- 
mise which will eventually be reach- 
ed may reflect the minority opinion 
in the Barkai Committee. The min- 
ortty suggested thet the process of 
equalizing salaries in the public 
services could be done by increas- 
ing the wages of those who did 
not receive specific increments by 
3.4 per cent over two years and 
Gecreasing (over six months) the 
wages of those who received such 
increments by whatever percentage 
it would take to match the others’. 

The minority recommendations 
contain elements to satisfy almost 
all the sides Jn the negotiations. 
They leave a significant gap be- 
teen production and service work- 
ers. They equalize wages but do 
rot deprive those who receive speci- 
fie increments of everything they 
achieved. From the government 
point of view, the wage increase 
will be minimal and will enable a 
shift from the services to produc- 
‘Hon. 

The main difficulty will remain 
with the 18,000 employees who 
have received ‘specifie increments. 
These workers are a very strong 
pressure group which has already 
decided to strike within two weeks 
if the Barkeai recommendations are 


inzplemented. They include the em 
Ployees of the income tax depart 
ment, the National Insurance In 
stitute and the post office em: 

ployees who are capable of starting’ 
a fight even without Histedru 

backing, as they have proved 
the past. 

Finance Minister Yehoshua Rab‘c- 

owitz is dependent on the strength 
of the Histadrut in this strugzie. 
Be has done everything to appease 
ft lately by cutting subsidies less 
than was recommended by his ad- 
visers, However, the Histadrut finds 
it difficult to control its members. 
The Civil Servants Union has al- 
ready decided against the Barka- 
recommendations, although formally 
it is bound by the Histadrut Cen- 
tral Committee decision to approve 
tbem. 
“The dependence of the Finance 
Minister on the Histadrut leaves 
much power to the latter. In order 
not to loze its grip over its trade 
uuions, it will ask the misister to 
be more flexible. 

One possible outcome could be 
that the 8.4 per cent increase re- 
commended by the minority will be 
granted within ome year, rather 
than two. Sven such an increase 
will leave wages far behind infla- 
tion. 


Mukhtars of E. Jerusalem discuss 
problems with City Hall officials

Mayor Teddy Kollek was sitting 
in his usual chair in the Municipal 
Council chambers yesterday, but sit- 
ting around him were 35 East Je- 
rusalem mukhtars, men represent- 
ing the Arab neighbourhoods and 
villages within the city limits. They 
had been invited by the municipa- 
ity to a study day in which muni- 
cipal development plans for East 
Jerusalem were spelled out and the 
voukhtars given a chance to vent 
their problems. ᾿ 

The invitations had gone out 
more than two months ago — well 
before the current disturbances 
over the Temple Mount and 
some municipal officials expressed 
grateful suprise that there had been 
no demonstrative boycott. 

‘The disturbances were not passed 
over by the mukhtars. They pre- 
sented a petition calling for a re- 
duction of tension by removal of 
soldiers from East Jerusalem. Se- 
veral times, the issue was raised 
verbally. For the most part, -how- 
ever, the discussion stuck to the 
municipality's role in providing ser- 


vices that affect the day-to-day 
lives of East Jerusalem's residents. 

The mukhtar of the Christian 
Quarter, noting that Easter was 
drawing close, asked for special 
night lighting in the quarter during 
the holiday season for the pilgrims 
who will be thronging its unfami- 
liar alleys. The mukhtar of ἃ vil- 
lage near Sur Bahir complained 
about the impossibility of obtain- 
ing building licences even for mo- 
dest expansion of existing houses. 

The Israeli Arab in charge of 
education in East Jerusalem for the 
municipality, Mitkal -Amatur, ex- 
plained that registration for kinder- 
garten hed begun for the coming 
year and asked the mukhtars to 
help dissuade parents of children 
born before the eligibility date — 
even just a few days before — 
from attempting to register them. 
He said that schools for retarded 
and handicapped children will be 
opened in East Jerusalem next 


year. ; 
2vi Ron, the municipal official 
in charge of East Jerusalem af- 
fairs, explained that budget Mmit- 
ations would not permit all the 


mukhtars’ demands for their com- 
munities to be met, He expressed 
the hope that development budgets 
in East Jerusalem would eventually 
be channelled directly to the local 
communities for disposal as they 
saw fit, 

Although most of the mukhtars 
have weekly contact with Ron's 
office, the general meeting is heid 
twice a year to give them a broader 
view of the city’s problems and 


‘The great majority of the mukh- 
tars were appointed by the Jordan- 
ian authorities and continue to 


serve as a channel between the Cay 


municipality and the lecal com- 
munity, a task for which they re- 
celve only 8 nominal fee. The local 
mukhtars, however, do not con- 
stitute the central political leader- 
ship in East Jerusalem. 

After two hours of discussion in 
City Hall, the mukhtars visited the 
Islamic Art Museum in West Jeru- 
salem — for ajl of them a first- 
time visit — toured a new health 
centre in the Wadi Joz quarter in 
East Jerusalem and had lunch in 
Jerusalem Forest Recreation Centre.

Allon: U.S. must use veto

By 
consenting to total demilitarization, 
Arab governments would accept li- 
Mitations on their authority in the 
returned areas, limitations ‘aimed 
at safeguarding Israel's security." 

In arguing for such a scheme, 
the author maintains that Israel 
‘would not be giving up any real 
security interests, even if full peace 
agreements and total normalization 
of relations did mot accompany the 
withdrawal. He therefore concludes: 

“A comprehensive settlement 
would call for the Araba to make 
far-reaching, but largely intangible 
concessions — in particular, to re- 
cognize Israel and normalize rela- 
tions. In extracting these conces. 
sions, it is territorial return which 
constitutes Israel’s chief bargaining 
counter. But the suggestion here is

1967 borders, McPeak pointa to 
Latrun as one example where 
some small territorial changes ‘could 
‘be made as as both sides 
agreed to them.

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Soviets ‘making deal’ 


with West 


LONDON. =~ Soviet Foreign Min- 
ister Andrei Gromyko yesterday 
denied as “fairy tales” reports thet 
the Soviet Union plans to intervene 
in Rhodesia or Naminia. But he 
did say a deal with the West on 
Angoia is “in the making.” He 
refused to expand on this comment. 
A British Foreign Office spokesman 
also refused comment. 

At a Soviet Embassy news con- 
ference ending three days of talks 
with the British Government, Gro- 
™Tyko spoke in Russian to about 
60 invited newsmen for 25 minutes. 
His remarks were quickly translated 
into English. He then flew back to 
Moscow. 

Dipiomatic informants said his 
comment may have referred to 
British efforts behind the scenes to 
to make a deal under which the So- 
viets would undertake not to in- 
tervene in Rhodesia or Namibia in 
exchange for withdrawal of all re- 
maining South African troops from 
Angola. 

A $1,500-word jolnt communique 
published after the talks said merely 
“there was an exchange of views 
on the situation in Southern Africa, 
in the course of which the two sides 
set out their respective positions.” 

The rest of the communique con-~ 
sisted mainly of a bilandly worded 
statement of the desire of the two 
countries for closer political, econo- 
mic, cultural and scientific coopere- 
tion. 

Pressed about possible future So- 
viet intervention in Southern Africa, 
Gromyko said, “The Soviet Union 
is frequently referred to in con- 
nection with Rhodesia and Namibia. 
But the Soviet Union has nothing 
to do with either of these areas. 
We see them on the map of Africa, 
but we have nothing whatever to 
da with them.” 

With regard to Angola he said, 
“we expressed our belief that this 
can be resolved constructively, given

DURING .THE TIME the show has 
-been on the road (it began last 
August, and there have been perfor- 
mances once or twice a week all 
round the country since then), it has 
changed a lot.

THERE MUST be many Israelis who 
served in the British Forces during 
World War I who have thelr own 
memories of the almost legendary 
Field Marshal Montgomery. who 
died this week. 

As the Senior Jewish Chaplain to 
the Middle East. I attended some of 
the conferences he helé after his ap- 
pointment as Commander-in-Chief 
of the Eighth Army, but I bad the 
privilege of a personal interview 
with him only on one occasion. 

It wes in Tripoli in March 1548, 
after the victorious North African 
campaign that began at ΕἸ Alamein. 
I had been in constant touch with the 
senior Jewish ranking officer. 
Brigadier Frederick Kisch, Chief 
Engineer to the Eighth Army, who 
was to be killed while clearing a way 
through minefields a few weeks 
later. (Kigch had been a brilliant 
Soldier, headed the Russian section 
of British Military Intelligence in 
1916, was the first political head of 
the Jewish Agency in Palestine, liv- 
ed in Haifa, was a founder of the 
Menorah Club and one of the men, 
who before 1929, urged Lord Plumer 
to allow the formation of Jewish aelf- 
defence units.) 

It was Brig. Kisch who arranged 
the interview with ‘‘Monty,"’ in- 
troducing me as ‘‘my padre." 

He questioned me closely about 
the Palestinian Jewish units, who 
formed the bulk of the men for whose 
spiritual welfare I was responsible, 
and he showed a surprisingly exten- 
sive knowledge of them. 

The "Palestinians" had come into 
the news a few weeks before, as a 
result of the ‘‘Church Parade" they 
hed held on the first Shabbat after 
the entry into Tripoli. They had 
marched to the synagogue through 
the streets of the city, preceded by 
the band οὗ the Gordon Highlanders, 
and Gen. Kisch had taken the selute. 

One of the units, the 1039 Port 
Operating Company, hed recently 
distinguished itself and been com- 
Plimented by Winston Churchill 
himself. The Eighth Army had arriv- 
ed in Tripoli almost literally on its 
last drop of petro}. only to find that 
the retreating Germans had 
destroyed the oil supplies. Continued 
advance depended on the speed with 
which new supplies could be unload- 
ed from tankers in the Bay. 
Churchill had demanded daily 
reports of the quantities unloaded 
and when 1039 Company, using 2n in- 
genious device perfected by one of 
its officers, established an all-time

record, they received a cable of con- 
gratulations from the British Prime 
Minister couched In typical 
Churchiltian style: “Congratulations 
on your achievement. You are un- 
loading history." 

“Monty” referred to 1039's work in 
appreciating terms and added: “i 
knew what I was doing when I chose 
them to open the port of Tripoli." 

There had, however, been an un- 
toward incident 2 few weeks before 
the interview. One of my chaplains 
was the present Prof. Ephraim Ur- 
bach who spoke Italian and had been 
giving weekly lectures on Shabbat 
afternoons to those remaining 
Tripoli Jews who had been freed 


- from the Giado Concentration Camp. 


One Shabbat morning, a special 
courier brought a peremptory order 
from the Military Governor of 
Tripoli to both Padre" Urbach and 
myself prohibiting the Jecture from 
being given that afternoon. 


I walked over to his headquartera 
and demanded an explanation and 
was told a curious story in reply. 

The Military Governor showed me 
a printed notice advertising the lec- 
ture. On the back was pencilled, in 

sh transliteration, the words: 
“Reginald Storra, Ha-Moshel Ha- 
Goy shel Yerushalayim” (‘“The non- 
Jewish Governor of Jerusalem'"'}. 
He told me that Sir Reginald Storra, 
one-time Governor of Jerusalem un- 
der the British Mandate, was in 
Tripoli, lecturing on behalf of the 
British Council. He had visited the 
Jewish Club where Rabbi Urbach 
gave his lectures, had seen the 
notice, removed it from the board, 
written these words on the back and 
taken it to the Military Governorand 
upbraided him for allowing army of- 
ficers ‘to in politics'' and 
preach Zionism ‘‘which was con- 
trary to the declared policy of H.M. 
Government” and would report him. 

“Monty” asked me for an explana- 
tion and I replied: ‘‘Sir, if to a non- 
Jew Zioniam is politics, to a Jew it is 
an integral part of Judaism and a 
chaplain is only carrying out his 
duties in propagating it.” 

That led him to express his views 
and !t was then (as I duly reported to 
the late Moshe Sharett) that he first 
made the remark — which he sub- 
sequently repeated —- to the effect 
that if Britain were to withdraw 
from Palestine, the Jews would be 
iitadvised to try and establish a 
State by force of arms, “asthe Arabs 
would wipe them out in six weeks."

KOOR INDUSTRIES, headed by 
Melr Amit, ts run in a businesslike 
way. But the country is not. This waa 
the picture that emerged during 2 
two-hour session with the articulate 
ex-General — former head of Isreeli 
counter-intelligence, now one of the 
country’s outstanding industrial ex- 
ecutives, and an assiduous commen- 
tator on matters of public moment. 

‘The Government, he believes, 15 a 
coalition of special interest groups, 
without any central direction. “The 
nation is itself, after all, a kind of 
organised enterprise. I don't think 
that an enterprize can be run proper. 
ly by a board of 21 members (the 
Cabinet), each one of whom finds 
himself obliged ta make his voice 
heard on every single topic that com- 
ea up." It is not that the Ministers 
are especially loquacious, but that 
the factions and sectors they repre- 
sent have to make their presence 
felt. 

The result is ἃ linkage effect that 
runs through the whole of society. 
For each man you appoint to a com- 
mittee, you have to appoint eight 
others, because you cannot leave out 
the youth, or the women, or the 
religious... 

A strong executive is what ἐδ need- 
ed. Electoral reform would help — 
not that there are no disadv: 
to constituency elections. But, to get 
away from the present 
there is ever something to be said in 
favour of change for the sake of 
change. 

Mr. Amit also favours some kind 
of presidential system, as in France 
and the U.S. How to accomplish 811 
this he does not know. "Ἴ see the 
problems better than the solutions,” 
he confesses. 

Israel's borders? “For nine years 
we have been deciding not to decide. 
The time has come for us to make up 
our minds. I know that showing all 
our cards weakens our bi 
position. But it is better in some 
situations to cut our losses, to tell the 
Arabs that they can take it or leave 
it, to say this is it, and this is what we 
are going to fight for. 

“At the sare time," he cautions, 
“we should do our withdrawing only 
if the terms are right. A piece of land 
for a piece of peace, they say. Well, I 
know what a piece of land is. Abu 
Rodeis, which we gave up — I know 
what that is. It's one million dollars a 
day, nearly all of it added value. 1 
know from my experience in Koor 
what a superhuman effort is needed 
to earn a sum like that. 

“Gidi and Mitla are also pieces of 
land. Their value is tangible. But 
what Is a plece of peace? We should 
demand solid commitments in re- 
turn for bound: a: normal 
relations, an end to economic war- 
fare --- all the trappings of a proper 
settlement." 


THE KOOR Industries Group, 
Histadrut-owned, comprises 80 
plants, employs 25,000 workers. Its 
industria] turnover is IL7 billion, its 
total turnover (including services) 
around IL10 billion. Koor accounts 
for one-tenth of the country’s in- 
dustrial output, and one-fifth of its in- 
dustrial exports (if diamonds are ex- 
luded from the reckoning). Yet it 
employs only 8 per cent of Israel's in- 
dustrial labour force. 


Time to decide 


on borders

How much central contro! is 
there? Each subsidiary goes its own 
way, but... The head office is respon- 
sible for making (or approving) just 
800 key appointments — out of 25,000 
posts in the complex. Financial 
reserves are centralised. “It would 
be senseless to hoid a cash surplus in 
one area, while in another area they 
have to borrow money at 40 per cent 
interest. So we pool the group's 
funds. We act as a kind of bank for 
all our concerns.” Information is 
algo pooled, and headquarters does 
all the long-term planning. 

But that 15 all, Mr. Amit does not 
want to stifle initiative. A factory 
Tay make use of the central buying 
facilities, but it is not required to do 
so. “If it loses money, I don't want 
the manager to blame me because I 
bought his raw materials for him. He 
can buy his own raw materials if he 
wants to." 

What about productivity? It is 
hard to measure. What the worker 
produces on the shop floor is only a 
part, and sometimes a smali part of 
the total productivity 

“We compete with Japan in ‘selling 
piping to the Iranians. They beat us 
On production costs — yet we 
manage to sell our pipes. That's 
because ships bringing supplies have 
to wait months for a berth in those 
overcowded Persian harbours. We 
built our own jetty. It cost us $2m., 
but we get our deliveries to our 
clients on time. 


‘"Fhere are objective reasons for 
lags in productivity. A company like 
Sylvana in the U.S. has 10,000 people 
making filaments under one root. We 
can't match those conditions. Sub- 


᾿ jective shortcomings exist too. Our 


workers are enclosed in 2 hothouse 
of social rights and entitlements. To- 
day, the individual's remuneration 
has little relation to his output. This 
is happening a over the tn- 
dustrialised world.

He paused. ‘With a hard squeeze 
and by maximising productivity, we 
could extract, I suppose, 10-15 per 
cent more out of Koor’s installations 
— another billion pounds on top of 
the present IL7 billion, without any 
extra investment." That would be 
the limit, he thinks, even if 
everybody worked his hardest. 

The guiding-light is exports. 
“When I came to Koor seven years 
ago, I found that 43 per cent of its 
output consisted of building 
materials. Not surprisingly, during 
the two years of slump in bouse con- 
struction, 1966 and 1967, the com- 
pany had lost IL30m. 

“This year, only 19 per cent of 
Koor’s output is building materials. 
And our work for the defence es- 
tablishment is no more than 13 per 
cent. Between them, the two ac- 
tivities com? to less than our ex- 
ports, which account for 33 per cent 
of production. 

“How did we do it? We selected 
growth areas — chemicals, elec- 
tronics, and advanced metals. It was 
hard to tell people in other branches 
that they would have no more 
capital, that they must mark time. 
But we did that.

HOW TO HIT THE BOYCOTT 


ee The U.S. has 8 major interest |” 


ONE DIRECT WAY out of the 
whole morass would be to make 
compliance with the boycott il- 
legal for all American companies. 
At least a helf dozen anti-boycott 
hills are now under consideration in 
the Congress, the most far 
reaching of which was introduced 
in the House by Elizabeth Holtz- 
man (Ὁ. Brooklyn) and Peter 
Rodino (Ὁ. New Jersey) along 
with 60 co-sponsors. It would 
prohibit participation in the 
secondary aspects of the Arab 
boycott by American firms and 
provide 
penaities, 
On the face of it, support fer such 
legislation appears strong. 
Newspaper editorials have been 
almost unanimous in attacking an 
operation which by its very nature 
runs counter to American prin- 


ciples of freedom of trade. The gro 


boycott hardly has a political con- 
stituency willing to make a case 
for it openly. 

What the anti-boycott forces 
have been up against is an ad- 
ministration determined to pur- 
sue its Middle East policies 
without having to confront the 
Arabs in any way over the moral 
issues raised by the blacklist. 
Aside from occasional gestures 
necessary to “head off damaging 
legislation” there have been only 
two moves by the Federal govern- 
ment to deal with the boycott 
directly. One action came when, 
atter an independent investiga- 
tion, the Justice Department σοῦ 
cluded that the secondary aspects 
of the boycott involved serious 
violations of existing U.S. anti- 
trust laws. Before the Justice 
Department went ahead with a 
planned landmark suit against the 
Bechtel Corp., however, the State 
Department was allowed to pre- 
sent its views on the possible

case.

Bechtel's initial response did not 
deny compliance with Arab 
boycott requirements but said 
that the sult was “unwarranted,” 
in that the boycott was not illegal 
under U.S. law. 


IN ONE MORE attempt by an in- 
dependent agency to go beyond 
previous administration policy, 
Federal Reserve Board Chairman 
Arthur Burns last December sent 
out a letter to all member banks 
warning them about the practice 
of issuing letters of credit con- 
taining boycott provisions. 

Such participation in the 
boycott, even “passively,” was 
“in the board's view, a misuse of 
the privileges and benefits con- 
ferred upon the banking com- 
munity." 

Banking circles considered the 
warning practically a mandate 
trom the agency they regard as 
theirregulator. At least one major 
bank, the Chemical Bank, put a 
moratorium on issuing letters of 
credit involving boycott con- 
ditions. It was clear that if the rul-

BUT THE RESPONSIBILITY 
should not be borne by the 
Commerce Department alone. 
Peter Hale, the Commerce 
Department's boycott man, says: 
“Basically U.S. policy on the 
boycott falls under the umbrella 
of Henry Kissinger. It is a ques- 
tion of U.S. foreign policy." 

As presented by a high Depart- 
ment official in a recent 
background briefing, here then is 
the State Department's view of 
why there should be no confronta- 
tion with the Arabs over the 
boycott:

it. But, said the official, ‘the only 
effective way to reduce the 
boycott and ultimately eliminate 
it is to solve the Arab-Israeli con- 
flict." 

In other words, until U.S. 
diplomacy succeeds in 
the millenium to the Middie Hast, 
Americans will just have to put up 
with a good deai of backmail. For 
it is clear — whether it is-in the 
form of “agents’ fees or ‘‘in- 
creased capital development’’ or 
just plain political kowtowing — 
that the major function of the 
Arab boycott is to exact tribute. 
And as long as a blacklist of 
American companies is accepted 
&s a routine part of doing business 
in the Middle East, there will be 
no end to the threats and intimida- 
tion. That prospect is just morally 
compounded by the government’s 
double-talk about opposing 
boycotts. 

The Justice Department's suit 
against the Bechtel Corp., if pur- 
sued to a successful conclusion, 
could do something to restore the 
balance — despite the State 
Department. But that is likely to 
involve years of litigation. In the 
meantime, the ball is now with the 
Congress, where support for anti- 
boycott legislation is on the rise. 
Making it illegal for American 
companies to comply with the 
boycott might also force Henry 
Kissinger, despite himself, to say 
something about American prin- 
ciples the next time he sits down 
with a prince from Saudi Arabia.

THE INSISTENCE of American officials that there is nothing 
new in Ambassador Serarton’s blunt reminder of continuing 
U.S. opposition to Israel's settlement activities in East Jerusa- 
lem and the West Bank is factually correct. It has long been 
obvious that the American foreign policy community, from 
the President down, considered these ectivities prejudicial to 
ap eventual solution of the Arab-Israel dispute, This was clear 
beginning with the officially articulated American position at 
the Security Council detstes in July 1967, through the 1969 
Rogers Plan, the more recent Saunders testimony before 8 
saan committee and the officially sanctioned Brookings pro- 
osals, 

“ Israel has never agreed with this assessment and the Ameri- 
cans, for their part, did mot press the issue with any great 
urgency after 1969. The Scranton statement would seem to 
indicate a new departure in American tactics. For what else 
are we to make of the State Department's insistence on choos- 
ing a debate in which Israei is being outrageously and 
spuriously accused of denying the religious rights of the 
Moslem population of the West Bank and East Jerusalem, to 
air its differences with Israel on the settlement issue. 

Whether tactical or substantive, this latest departure in the 
articulation of American policy should serve notice on the 
Israel government that the prolonged period of grace during 
which it could conveniently put off potentialiy divisive decisions 
and pride itself on having “decided not to decide,” is fast 
coming to an end, 

Israel's settlement policy in and around Jerusalem and in the 
other territories occupied in the wake of the Arab initiated 
war of June 1967, was originally based on widely accepted 
political and security concepts. This has found its most con- 
crete expression in tke thickening ring of Israeli neighbour- 
hoods which today surround Jerusalem. But execution of this 
policy on the Golan Heights and in the Jordan Valley has 
been less determined. The total number of Israeli settlers in 
the dozen or so settlements in each of these areas is barely 
3,000, after nice years of effort. 

It is a political fact of life that the settlement issue has be- 
come a ceuse of deep division in internal Israeli politics. Mr. 
Seranton's words at the Security Council should, however, 
serve as 8 warning that the international and security im- 
plications of settlement policy must now be accorded the 
priority they deserve. We can no longer afford the luxury of 
granting primacy to considerations of internal politics, 

It is time to reassess this policy. The settlements on the 
Golan Heights, for example, proved of little military use in 
the face of Syrian invasion during the Yom Kippur War, but 
were politically important in buttressing Israel government 
resistance to American pressures to withdraw dangerously 
close to the Hula Valley as part of the 1974 separation of 
forces agreement with Syria. The development in and around 
Jerusalem will undoubtedly have a similar effect on Israel's 
political position in the future. 

It is time, however, for a fresh assessment of the political 
implications of Israel’s settlement efforts in the other sectors. 
Are the assumptions which originally underlay the decision to 
sprinkle settlements along the Jordan Valley and in the Rafiah- 
El Arish area still valid today? Conversely, are these settle- 
ments perhaps more essential than ever, if the recent American 
talk of the need to progress in the direction of an overall 
solution is merely a smokescreen for pressuring Israel into 
wholesale withdrawal in return for something far short of 
peace? And if this is so, should not the partisan settlement 
efforts at Kaddum, Ofra and even Kiryat Arba be viewed as 
constituting a dangerous diversion of our limited human and 
financial resources from the main areas that need buttressing 
against international pressures?
